Another case of heroism inan engine
cabis told in today’s dispatches. The
passenger train on the Great Northern
ran into a landslide at Richmwond Deach,
near Seattle, last night, and a3 a result
Neal McKinley, the engineer, lies dead.
When the danger came into view he
reversed the lever, and with his hand
upon the throtile, faced approaching
death. Oftentimes men risk their lives
when there iz no need, and tears are
shed over & mangled corpse which death
overtook throngh the victim’s mistaken
sense of duty. But in the instant that
intervenes for judgment to decide there
is little time for weighing results and
the brave man errs on the side of duty.
This engineer thonght the lives of those
entrusted to his care conld be better
gerved by his remaining in the engine,
und go be did, and the world applands
his act.

The average traveler little thinks of
the man in the eangine cab, und yet in
nearly every case the man is a hero.
The cases where he proves faithless to
hig duty are rare indeed, while nearly
every day there comes the same story of
the man who died with his hand upon
the throttle, thinking only of the gleep-
ing passengers behind him. No class of
men is more deserving of praise than
railroad engineers. Quick minded,
strong mnerved, cool headed, sober and
faithfnl, they face death in ugly forms
and pever flinch., When the book of
heroes is made up the name of the rail-
road engineer will be high in the roll,
and the namerons instances of unselfish
sacrifice will stand in clear light.

We can well afford to honor the brave
engineer, and shed a tear of sorrow with
his mourning comrades when he lalls
under the croel weight of the engine,
dying as only a hero dies.

ASSESSMENTS.

The Portland presa comments upon
the eonsecientions work which is now be-
ing done by the asseasor of Multnomah
county and hie assistants, That carefnl
and conscientious work is being done by
a county assessor onght not to excite
comment; bat in view of the customary
manner of doing the work, it is a very
remarkable fact that efficiency shonld
be exercised in an office which is, per-
hiaps, the moat important in the county.
That the work has never been carefully

-done in this county is evidenced by the

inaccuracies found on the assessment
-rolls and the large amount of nntaxed
property brought to light by the prepa-
ration of present ownership books be-
gun this year. There has been added to
*the taxable real property something like
-$160,000. The discovery of this untaxed
wealty ought to, and will, if the work
upon the next assessment roll is done
with the care it should be, discover
much personal property not heretofore
taxed.

The county of Waeco has run behind
during the last fourteen or fifteen years
nearly, if not quite, §100,000, an average
annual deficit of about $6.600. We ven-
tare to sey this debt would not exist had
the assessmente been carefully made
and the taxes collected as thoroughly as
they conld have been. In the econom-
ical administration of the connty much
depends upon sll the county officers;
bot more depends upon the assessor
than all the others. Yet when the
assessor of the richest cousty in the

PROSPECTIVE PRICE OF WHEAT.

The London Btatist, a publication of
repute, and upon whose estimates reli-
ance can be placed, gives the probable
wheat production of the world s follows:
America, 425,000,000, as against 510,000,~
800 boshels last year; Russia, 360,000,-
000 bushels, againet 420,000,000 bushels
last year; Austria-Huoogary, slightly
less than last year, and Roumsania and
Bulgaria rather more; France less by
40,000,000 bushels than last year; Ger-
many about the same, and India 18,500,-
000 bushels less.

Ii these estimates prove accurate,
there is every reason to believe that the
price of wheat will, before the season
cloees, go up by & considerable margin.
Chicago wheat speculatore are doing all
in their power to keep down the price.
While they can no douot infiuence the
marke! to an sppreciable extent, they
eannot control it, and the laws of supply
and demand will finally control.

The Oregonian is sometimes as un-
reasonable in discussing the affairs of
other states as it often is in maiters
nearer  home, Its comments upoo the
controversy between Gov. Woodbury of
Vermont and the Ratland Herald is nn-
fair in the extreme. The controversy
arose, not out of the eviie or benefits re-
sulting from the prohibition law of Ver-

the Ruotland Herald has accused Gov.
Woodbury of a crime, and the governor
has seon fit to have the accusation in-
vestigated by the courts, and therefore
has sned the Herald for libel. That is
the whole matter. There is no ecandal
about it, any more than there is a ecan-
dal connected with the enforcement of
the exciee law in New York. In the
latter case those who are entorcing the
law do not favor it, but, being sworn to
do their duty, and their doty being to
enforce the law, are attempting to do it.

Mr. Coxey saye he will be (be next
governor of Ohio; but either he does
not believe it, or else he has no political
sagacity. Mr. Debs denounces the
judge who pronounced sentence upon
him as a Czar,and abuses the couris
which have been the instruments of en-
forcing the law of the land. Neither of
these men could be trosted for a mo-
ment by the nation, if the government
is to stand; and the people, outside of
the popalists, who have anarchical ten-
denciee, are quite content that the gov-
ernment shoold remain.

OUR FRUIT SHIPMENTS.

A steady siream of froit is flowing
from Wasco county, both east and west.
A partof this produoct will not be con-
sumed until it will have gone a quarter
way around the world, In other worde,
we have now a market as great as any
country in the world; and the only
questions which remain to be solved are:
“How can the fruit be packed =o as to
keep?”’ and ‘“How can it be shipped so
as to leave to the producer a fair com-
pensation?’’ These questions will solve
themeelves as the products increase.

Not until last year were shipments of
Pacific coast fresh froits made to the
old world. The channel ig opened, and
the streamn shounld never diminish.
This year a direct line of steamers will
carry Uregon apples to China and Jupan.
Here again is an extensive market, and
the Oregonian of ten years hence will
witness an industry in the way of fruit
in Oregon that few of vas now dream of.
Bear in mind that thos far Wasco
county holds the palm. We can con-
tinue to hold it, if we will.

THE REAL ISSUE.

The president of New York's police
commisgion eays: “‘The guestion at
issne in New York City just at present
is moch more important than the ques-
tion of a more or less liberal Bonday ex-
cise law. The guestion ie ae to whether
public officinls are to be true to their
oaths of office, and see that the law is
administered in good faith.” This is
the important guestion in any govern-
ment. Whenever the enforcement of
law is left to the choice of polics or
other officiale, whose duty is to enforce
it, the legiglature iz & useless piecs of
machinery. Better elect men to govern
as they may see fit, and do away with
legielatores entirely.

There shounld be no such thingasa
desnd letter law. When accaracy and

The price of grain sacks in Washington
can never be forced higher than their
legitimate value, for when soch a figure
18 reached the state can again intervene,
and the price of sacks, like water, will
seek ite level.

Harvesting continues with good
progress south and east of the Bloe
mountaine, where in all seclions crops
have suffered from the drouth. The
barvest of alfalfa continpes. Owing to
the fear that the hay crop ‘will net be
sufficient to meet the demands, farmers
and stockraisers are disposing of their
cattle and are doing so without making
a s#acrifice, since the prices offered
nre very good., Grass, i thin on
the range, 8o that hay hus to be fed to
cattle jonst the same as in winter. Fruoit
shipments continune large, and the com-
plaints of dry weather causing jfruit to
drop from the trees are fewer. Bartlelt
pears and late peaches are ripening and
are being shipped. Plums are being
picked and dried in large quantities.

A rain oecarred in portions of Union,
Baker, Kiamath and Harney conntiee
on the 2lst, which failed to do any dam-
age or much good. The potato crop,
with but few exceptions, has done well
in the absence of precipitation, though
in many sections there will not be
enongh for home consumption. South
and' east of the Blue mouantains the
stockholders look foward to early rains
to improve the grass on the range, with-
out which the difficaity of taking care of
the stock doring the winter will be
greatly incressed.
